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CENTURY  and  a  half  has  been  recorded  in 
the  history  of  this  great  country 
since  the  band  of  sturdy  Scotch- 
Irish  pioneers  from  the  Virginia 
colonies  began  the  task  qf  estab- 
lishing, at  the  confluence  of  the 
Monongahela  and  Allegheny 
rivers,  the  great  trade  and  man- 
ufacturing center  that  has  made 
the  Pittsburgh  of  to-day  the 
wonder  and  admiration  of  all  civilized  countries. 

Each  succeeding  generation  following  the  pio- 
neers who  established  themselves  at  the  trading  post 
where  the  great  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny 
now  stand  builded  slowly,  but  surely,  the  founda- 
tions of  the  present  great  industrial,  manufacturing, 
wholesaling  and  jobbing  center  that  has  made  Pitts- 
burgh the  monarch  of  the  industrial  world,  a 
commercial  mart  without  a  rival,  the  magnetic 
center  of  our  national  wealth,  the  fourth  city  in  pop- 
ulation (Greater  Pittsburgh),  sixth  in  bank  clear- 
ances, the  best-paid  and  the  greatest  wage-earning 
city  of  the  world,  with  an  army  of  skilled  mechan- 
ics exceeding  any  other  manufacturing  city  on 
earth. 

The  early  selection  of  the  site  of  Pittsburgh  was 
for  military  purposes.  However,  as  early  as  1777 
boat  building  was  extensively  conducted.  In  1798 
the  manufacture  of  paper  was  started,  and  a  cotton

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mill  followed  in  1805,  and  the  glass  industry  was 
established  two  years  later.  It  was  not  until  after 
the  close  of  the  War  of  18 13  that  the  manufacture 
of  iron  and  steel  was  commenced.  The  Allegheny, 
Monongahela  and  Ohio  rivers  were  then  the  great 
highways  of  commerce,  and  largely  at  that  time, 
as  they  do  to-day,  contributed  to  the  building  of 
Pittsburgh  and  the  developing  of  the  territory  within 
a  radius  of  over  100  miles.  The  rich  natural  re- 
sources of  coal,  gas  and  oil  hidden  in  the  earth 
have  made  the  name  of  Pittsburgh  famous  the 
world  over  as  being  synonymous  with  the  greatest 
and  richest  manufacturing  city  of  the  world — a  well- 
earned  and  deserved  title. 

Not  many  years  ago  the  name  Pittsburgh  sug- 
gested only  the  manufacture  of  iron,  steel  and  glass ; 
the  mining  of  coal  and  the  development  of  wonderful 
oil  and  gas  wells  and  great  riches.  That  was  before 
the  days  of  diversified  enterprise,  when  almost  the 
entire  vast. capital  of  the  business  interests  was  in- 
vested in  those  lines  of  trade. 

To-day  the  mention  of  the  name  of  Pittsburgh 
carries  with  it,  to  the  average  well-informed  mind, 
more  than  "The  Steel  City"  formerly  meant.  Prob- 
ably over  one-'third  of  the  vast  capital  of  Pittsburgh 
of  this  day  is  invested  In  the  wholesale  and  jobbing 
trade  that  covers  every  line  of  goods  manufactured 
in  the  United  States  and  those  thousands  of  Im- 
ported   goods    that    go    Into    our   home    consumption.
